Oklahoma City, Okla.. June S. —

ed to eight deaths today. 
Five occupants of an automobile 
were drowned when their car was 
swept from a bridge by a head water 
wall four feet high.

The body of Mrs. Ruth Bailey was 
recovered from Hominy Creek today 
while search was being 
conducted 
for four of the six persons who were 
in an automobile with her when the 
car was swept into the creek by a 
headwater rise. 
Two small children 
in the car escaped death. 
Albert L. Adams was killed 
by 
lightning at Drumwright. 
Oklahoma’s bumper 
wheat crop 
was beaten to the ground in many 
sections of the state, reports here in­ 
dicated, with possibilities of 
great 
loss. The rainfall, estimated at from 
four to six inches, which 
brought 
creeks from their banks and inun­ 
dated farms, driving families from 
their homes.

HALF DOZEN WET 
BILLS KILLED IN SENATE 
Washington, June 3.—The 
half 
dozen wet bills proposed by the sen­ 
ate beer bloc to modify and nullify 
the 18th amendment were killed to­ 
day by the senate Judiciary sub-com­ 
mittee on prohibition. 
The committee adopted a 
report 
indefinitely postponing action upon 
the wet bills and setting forth its 
view that us long as the I nth amend­ 
ment was in the 
constitution, 
no 
legislation could he entertained con­ 
trary to Its spirit and purpose. 
Indefinite 
postponement 
means 
that the bills will remain buried in 
the commttee without being reported 
to the senate for a decision. 
The measures include the Bruce 
proposal for government of 
liquor 
distribution; the Edge proposal for a 
national referendum, the Edge bill 
to permit manufacture, 
sale 
and 
transportation of four per cent beer, 
the Bruce bill for local option, the 
Edge amendment to permit manufac­ 
ture of liquor non-intoxicating 
in 
fact In the home. 
The report adopted by the commit­ 
tee follows: 
“The eighteenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States was 
ratified according to a proclamation 
of the secretary of state, January 29, 
1919. 
We believe this amendment 
to be morally right and economically 
wise. 
“ Ho long as this amendment Is a 
part of our federal law, it Is the duty 
of all officers, legislative, executive 
and Judicial to aid in its 
enforce­ 
ment.
